Acad fatality occurred In Singapore harbour 
on the 23rd ullimo, whereby Mr, Jobn Ree, 
awell Inown and old resident In Singapore, 
lost hls ‘Ife, It appeara that Mr, Rae, who had 
jus! been appotnted to the post of chief engineer 

"of the KiAy, teft Collyer Quay about g o'clock to 
joln bis ship. His wife saw him safely Into a 
sainpsn, and a8 to what happened subsequently 
the only evidence te that of the boatman, 

‘Tt ds wuld that they ireceeded to a vessel 
thet proved notts be the Rudy, lying at some 
distance from the shore, and that tn som, 
manner Mr Rae (ell overboard, striking his 
head rather beavlly agelnet the ship's side, 
The hortman endeavoured to pull him Into the 
sampan but was not able to do so for some 
Nitle thne, and when eveotually the deceased 
wer reccvered Nfe was nearly extinct, The 
body was conveyed to the nearest police station 
whee Inspector Bleck dtd all that be could, by 
the recegnlsed methods, to restore antmatton, 
Not sucrecdinp, heBent the body to the Hospital 
where cadeavoura were agaln made, for upwards 
of an hour, to bring bark Hfe. Every attention, 
however, falled, though at {a difficult to say 
when death actually took place. .

THE CURRENCY QUESTION, 


— 
PUBLIC | PINION ON THE SUBJECT. 


Most of the London Papers, received 
by the mail yesterday, are stil} hostile to 
the idea of bimetaltiam, ‘Though we 
have not space to go into all thelr argu- 
ments, the following wil! give a fair Idea 
of them :— : 

The Times says that one of the most serious 
pollitcs is the caue with which 
Convictlons that seemed to be deeply rooted 
have a tendency to stccumb, not to argument 
and experience, but to weariness and despair, Jt 
in difficalt to Attribute to any other cause the 
weakoolog of the resistance to blmetallism which 
was apparent in the House of Commons.

IMPORTANT. TRADE MARK CASE, 
Gtifitlan Wood and Co, v Vade and Co. 


At the Supreme Court Jo Stngapore on the - 


25th ult'mo, by Mr, Justice Cox, judgment was 
given in an foteresting trade mark case, This 
was an application made on behalf of Messrs, 
Gilfillan, Wood & Co., for an order that Messrs. 
Vade & Co,, the delendants in the case, might 
be reatralued by an fnterim tojenction from 
ustng, selling,. or importing any goods bearing 
upon them the mark of a deer's head, or any 
mark so contrived as, by colourable imitation or 
otherwise, to represent the goods used, sold or 
Imported by he defendants as the goods of the 
plaintiffs, of from in any way {eoltating the 
plaintiffs’ deers head mark, The infuoction 
asked for was to apply until the trial of the 
actlon or untll forther order. ee
